With a short video on barackobama.com, President Obama 
has launched his bid for re-election. 

Using what apparently will be one of his campaign slo- 
gans, “It begins with us,” the video tells supporters that the 
campaign has started, and that means the race for contribu- 
tions is on. 

The familiar-looking blue “O” over red and white stripes 
is back. And at the bottom of the website, the candidates’ 
names are clearly identified: Obama-Biden. It seems Vice 
President Joe Biden will be on the ticket. 

Obama also sent an email to supporters to say he will file 
papers Monday with the Federal Election Commission. 

“We’ve always known that lasting change wouldn’t come 
quickly or easily It never does. But as my administration and 
folks across the country fight to protect the progress we’ve 
made— and make more— we also need to begin mobilizing 
for 2012, long before the time comes for me to begin cam- 
paigning in earnest,” Obama said in his email message. 

He is expected to host his first re-election fundraiser in 
Chicago on April 14, according to sources, cnn

CBS declined Monday to comment on reports that Katie 
Couric is giving up her post as anchor of “CBS Evening 
News” to launch a syndicated talk show. 

“We’re having ongoing discussions with Katie Couric,” 
CBS News spokeswoman Sonya McNair said in a statement. 

“We have no announcements to make at this time. Until 
we do, we will continue to decline comment on rumor and 
speculation,” the statement said. 

Couric, 54, became the first female solo anchor of a week- 
day network evening news broadcast in 2006. Her five-year 
contract expires in June. 

Prior to that she was co-anchor of NBC News’ “Today” 
for 15 years. 

If she leaves “Evening News” for a syndicated talk show, 
it likely would be a daytime program with a launch in Sep- 
tember 2012, said a source familiar with the situation, who 
requested anonymity because of the fluid nature of the dis- 
cussions.

Despite hurdles, bisexual people in Chicago 
say they’re making strides in equality movement

The laughter inside the Bailiwick Theater hit Noel Spain like a slap in the face. 

At first, he had been enjoying himself, watching a rare show depicting non-hetero- 
sexual men’s lives. But when one of the characters on the stage in Lakeview— the 
same neighborhood as Boystown— referred to himself as bisexual, Spain said, the 
audience burst into laughter. It wasn’t intended to be a punch line, he thought. 


“Wow, the joke’s on me,” Spain, who’s bi- 
sexual, remembers thinking. The audience 
was comfortable with gay characters, but a bi 
man’s existence was “laughable,” said Spain, 
39. “It was crushing.” 

That type of treatment, termed “bi-invis- 
ibility” by some bisexuals, can be difficult to 
fight. 

Bi Chicagoans say that, despite what you’ve 
heard on “Glee,” bisexuals aren’t unicorns 
or Martians (as one character suggested in a 
recent episode). They exist, and battle preju- 
dice in numbers that might surprise some. A 
Centers for Disease Control report released 
in March showed more women ages 18 to 44 
report being bisexual (3.5 percent compared 
to 2.8 percent in 2002), and a 2010 study 
published in the Journal Of Sexual Medicine 
showed 3.1 percent of respondents said they 
were bisexual— more than the 2.5 percent 
who reported being gay or lesbian. 

Chicago’s bi community, which members 
say has been dormant for years, also appears 
to be flourishing. In 2009, there was a bisex- 
ual float in the city’s gay pride parade for the 
first time in years, according to activists. And 
new groups such as the Bisexual Queer Alli- 
ance of Chicago and websites such as Bi Social 
Network are entering the scene. 

“The LGBT community has been holding 
space for {bisexuals}. They’ve always had the 
B there, whether we were there or not,” said 
Ed Negron, 40, of Lakeview, a co-founder of 


DEFINING BISEXUAL 

Dictionaries often define the word “bisexu- 
al” as someone who has the potential to be 
attracted to more than one gender. 

That word, as well as terms like “queer,” 
“hetero-flexible,” “homo-flexible,” “pansex- 
ual,” “omnisexual” and “bisensual” mean 
different things to different people. But to 
bisexual activists, they’re all members of 
the bi family. Using the word “bisexual” is 
important, they say, because educating the 
community requires a common language. 

“It’s PR 101. If you want to do a project or 
a campaign, you have to drive home the 
terminology,” said Adrienne Williams, 45, of 
Rogers Park. 


the alliance, which is activist as well as social 
in nature. “Now it’s time for us to step up.” 

Standing in the way of progress, accord- 
ing to bi Chicagoans, are old attitudes: That 
bisexuals are expressing a “transition” iden- 
tity hiding or the fact they’re actually gay 
or straight. There’s also the idea they sleep 
around or that they spread disease. 

Stacy Lemery, 25, of Lakeview said she has 
felt pressure to “pick one side or the other,” 
particularly after having her first relationship 
with a woman. She started telling friends she 
was bisexual, but “some people in the gay 
community were like, ‘No, we’ve known you. 
... You’re straight.’ ” 

Lemery said, for a time, she returned to 



identifying as straight but now says she’s 
bisexual. She’s in a relationship with a guy 
something she feels can be a concern for some 
bi women who fear straight partners might as- 
sume they’re up for anything sexually 

“That’s not the image I’m trying to send,” 
she said. “I’m not here to make out with girls 
for your enjoyment.” 

It’s all part of the stereotype that bi men 
and women are indiscriminate or promiscu- 
ous. Negron has been in a relationship with 
one man for 10 years. 


“I have not had the urge to be with a wom- 
an— or anyone else, for that matter. This is 
my partner,” he said. Bisexuals “are attracted 
to both sexes, but it doesn’t mean at the same 
time.” 

There even are differences of opinion 
about terminology Some don’t like the term 
“bisexual” because of its negative connota- 
tions. Others believe the term artificially la- 
bels what they consider to be the fluid state of 
sexuality setting up a black-and-white/either- 
or scenario. 


THE BI IDENTITY 


Bisexuals throughout his- 
tory? Well, maybe that’s go- 
ing a little too far back. But 
RedEye dug up some of the 
more recent familiar names 
who made bi news. Some call 
themselves “bisexual,” others 
simply say they’re attracted 
to men and women. g.g. 
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“There’s almost this existential feeling,” said 
Paige Listerud, 48, of Rogers Park. Listerud, a 
longtime activist, is something of an amateur 
bi historian. She said “being dismissed and be- 
ing erased” affects bisexuals’ psyches. 

But new data and high-profile bi celebs such 
as “True Blood” actress Anna Paquin, who 
came out about a year ago in a public service 
campaign, and Angelina Jolie, who has been 
open about her bisexuality for years, lead some 
to believe that perceptions may be shifting, 
particularly in the LGBT community. Individ- 


uals in that community have shared troubles 
and a long history of being allies, activists say 

Activists also are picking up banners and 
marching more, and starting groups such as 
the Bisexual Queer Alliance of Chicago and 
the bisexual MeetUp group. Fellow BQAC 
founder Brother Michael Oboza, 35, also orga- 
nized events for Celebrate Bisexuality Day on 
Sept. 23. He said he’s seen teens and young 
adults begin to accept bisexuality as stan- 
dard-boring, even. 

“The younger generation, some of them get

Billboard cover-up 

Critics place fabric banners over anti-abortion ads in Englewood

Controversial billboards in Englewood 
that target the disproportionately high 
rate of abortion in the black community 
have been covered by opponents less than 
a week after they went up. 

Two of the three identical ads— which 
feature an image of President Obama 
and the words “Every 21 minutes our next 
possible leader is aborted”— were cov- 
ered with fabric banners with messages 
scrawled in red paint. 

One banner says: “In 21 minutes this sign 
should be gone.” A second banner, which 
dangled from the billboard after being 


blown by the wind, says, ‘Abort Racism.” 

A group described as “social workers and 
community members,” who did not want 
their names used, claimed responsibility 
for the act in a statement emailed to the 
Tribune. The group said the ads were dis- 
respectful and did not represent the views 
of the community and that “it wanted to 
replace the negative, condemning message 
with a positive one.” 

The Rev Stephen Broden, whose Dallas- 
based organization Life Always has funded 
what eventually will be 30 billboard ads 
of this kind in Chicago, has said they are 
needed to draw attention to the high rate 


of abortion among black women. 

Broden, who has the support of Chi- 
cago’s the Rev Isaac Hayes, a conservative 
Republican who last year lost his bid to un- 
seat U.S. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. (D-Ill.), and 
Cedra Crenshaw, a Republican who ran for 
state Senate, has accused Planned Parent- 
hood of participating in a modern-day eu- 
genics movement. 

Planned Parenthood, the city’s Black 
Women for Reproductive Justice and 
other abortion rights advocates say the 
ads stigmatize black women and restrict 
their ability to make personal medical de- 
cisions.

Grant Achatz’s new restaurant, Next, is 
causing industry insiders, hotel concierges 
and foodies to sweat. 

Unlike the reservation system at high- 
end Chicago restaurants such as Alinea 
(another Achatz spot) in Lincoln Park, 
Girl & the Goat in the West Loop or Tru in 
Streeterville, diners will need to get tickets 
for entrance to the time travel-inspired res- 
taurant in the West 
Loop. About 7,500 
tickets are available 
for the 12-week run 
of the spot’s first 
iteration, which 
will feature dishes 
inspired by Paris in 
1906. Tickets range 
from $65 to $110. 

Achatz sent a tweet last week suggesting 
the buzzed-about location could be open- 
ing this week, setting off a ticket-search 
frenzy So what happens when out-of-town 
guests ask the hotel concierge about get- 
ting their hands on those golden tickets? 
Hotels are trying to figure that one out. 

“It’s honestly like a question mark on 
how it would be handled,” said Gwen 
Ramsey a concierge at Trump Internation- 
al Hotel & Tower. 

Guests at the Peninsula already have in- 
quired about Next, head concierge Todd 
Nelson said. 

“It’s a work in progress,” he said. “I know 
they plan on doing everything via the Web. 
Presumably, a lot of guests will be doing it 
themselves.” Still, the hotel has reached 
out to Achatz’s staff to find out how best 
to approach their “very innovative and 
unique” reservation system, he said. 

The restaurant hasn’t made any special 
considerations for hotel concierges, and 
they will not have special access, said Nick 
Kokonas, Achatz’s restaurant business 
partner. 

“That said, we are holding back a num- 
ber of tables each night that will go on sale 
periodically over time,” Kokonas said in an 
email. “That way an enterprising visitor to 
Chicago — or a concierge — can hope to nab 
a table on shorter notice. It also allows us 
to plan for menu changes, the flow of the 
room and menu as it evolves.”

Southwest still 
examining jets 


Southwest Airlines Co. canceled 
70 flights Monday as it continued to 
inspect Boeing 737 planes following 
the emergency landing on Friday of a 
jet with a hole in its fuselage. 

Spokeswoman Whitney Eichinger 
said 70 flights systemwide were can- 
celed for Monday out of about 3,400 
daily flights. Of the 79 Boeing older 
737-300 model planes designated for 
additional inspections, 33 had been 
returned to service, she said. 

The discount airline canceled 
600 flights over the weekend as it 
checked planes for fuselage cracks 
and fatigue after one of its planes 
with a gaping hole made an emer- 
gency landing in Arizona. Flight 812 
was heading from Phoenix to Sac- 
ramento when a 5-foot tear opened 
20 minutes after takeoff. 

So far inspections have turned up 
cracks in two other planes, South- 
west said. 

Boeing was expected to issue a ser- 
vice bulletin to operators of 737-300S

Lingerie Football League

Edwards was among 147 women who ar- 
rived at the Bridgeview Sports Dome on Sat- 
urday morning for a three-hour open tryout 
for the LFLs Bliss. 


With several veteran Bliss players not re- 
turning, the team hoped to find worthy can- 
didates to fill several roster spots before the 
season begins in August. 

Kendra Callari’s tryout came to an abrupt 
end. 

The 21-year-old Columbia College student 
survived the first round of cuts, but during 
a drill in which she caught a pitchout and 
smacked headlong into a practice pad, Callari 
forgot to hand the football back to the coach. 

Mitchell Mortaza, LFL founder, president,

Although the skimpy uniforms of the LFL 
make up a big part of its appeal, those expect- 
ing the tryouts to resemble ‘America’s Next 
Top Model,” however, probably came away dis- 
appointed.

Then af- 
ter a few dozen potentials were cut, the rest 
were charged with attempting several football 
challenges that included throwing, catching 
and tackling. 

Tackling was brand new to 18 -year-old 
Alexis Young, but she quickly found inspira- 
tion when asked to sack a training dummy. 

“I saw the bag and just pretended it was an 


ex-boyfriend,” said Young, of Indianapolis, 
who fought through two assistant coaches in a 
defensive line drill before launching her body 
torpedo-style at the dummy and slamming it 
to the ground with a loud thud. 

“Good job, 23!” May said, referencing the 
number scrawled on Young’s right shoulder 
in black marker. Young quickly darted to her 
feet and ran back to the end of the line to the 
sound of scattered cheers and applause. 

But praise was mostly scarce from the 
coaches, staff and even some of the current 
Bliss players who helped oversee the tryouts. 

“I don’t know what that was! Y’all can’t 
just stop running,” Bliss cornerback Danielle 
Moinet barked at a group of wide-eyed wom- 
en during a running drill. “I don’t care how big 
you are or how small you are!”

“That was an awful half of basketball.” 

Charles Barkley said it, but everyone 
watching Monday’s NCAA title game was 
thinking it. 

And he might as well have been talking 
about the entire game. 

Butler versus Connecticut was not a cham- 
pionship showdown for the ages. It was not a 
shining moment and certainly not a satisfying 
end to the NCAA Tournament. Except for 
Connecticut. The Huskies won their third 
title under Jim Calhoun, 53-41. 

Yes, that was the final score. 

Early on, it looked as if neither team want- 
ed to win. 

The Bulldogs of Butler creeped out to 


a 22-19 lead at the half on the strength of 
22 percent shooting. Connecticut was better, 
but not much. The Huskies shot 29 percent. 
Combined, the two teams shot 15-0E58 from 
the floor. It was the lowest-scoring first half of 
a title game since 1946. 

“The shooting has been like watching paint 
dry” Clark Kellogg said at halftime. 

It wasn’t any prettier in the second half. 

Butler went scoreless for a stretch of more 
than seven minutes, allowing Connecticut to 
retake the lead and create a comfortable cush- 
ion. 

The Bulldogs weren’t just bad, they were 
historically bad. They shot 12-0T64, resulting 
in the worst title game shooting percentage, 
18.8 percent, in the history of the title game. 

“Unfortunately we all had to see it,” Greg 
Anthony said during CBS’ postgame wrap-up. 

Not even “One Shining Moment” could 
save the night.
